Taking the results from scientific 
research and translating it into usable 
information and workable programs 
for a $567 million industry is just one 
of the day-to-day responsibilities 
assigned Dr. Tom Woodward of the 
Texas Agricultural Extension Ser­ 
vice. 
Agricultural production in the 18 
counties making up Extension 
District 4 is big business ($567 million 
in 1976) and District Agent Woodward, 
a resident of Allen, and his staff of 40 
local county agents serve as a com­ 
munication link between farmers and 
ranchers and this new and emerging 
knowledge. 
Dr. Woodward is headquartered at 
the Texas A&M University Research 
& Extension Center on Coit Rd., along 
with 14 specialists who assist in 
developing information and work with 
agents and producers. 
On Friday beginning at I p.m., the 
TAMU Center will throw open its 
gates to rural and urban residents of 
North Texas for its annual Open 
House and Field Day and Dr. 
Woodward and his staff of agents and 
specialists will be on hand to present a 
variety of programs and subjects. 
Special exhibits which will be open 
for public inspection include Texas 
wildlife, hobby greenhouses and lawn 
equipment, forage equipment, soils 
and crop science, entomology and 
horticulture, 
youth 
career 
ex­ 
ploration, and computer dairy 
rations. 
Dr. Woodward points out that there 
will be walking tours of all of the 


major agricultural research projects 
at the Center. 
Local county agents will act as tour 
guides and research scientists from 
the Texas Agricultural Experiment 
Station will be on hand to explain their 
projects and the results obtained. 
“The main job of the Extension 
Service is to disseminate as rapidly as 
possible new information to the people 
who can use it in solving their 
problems,” Dr. Woodward said.

City Says Budget 
Is In Good Shape 


Increased Revenues Noted 


in that account on Sept. 30 compared 
to $592,962 on that date in 1976. When 
preparing the 1976-77 budget, he mis­ 
estimated that figure at $360,461. 
Estimated revenues have increased 
$210,777 through March, Griffin 
pointed out. A large jump in sales tax 
revenues and higher franchise taxes 
account for much of the increase. 
Higher inspection fees have also in­ 
creased anticipated revenues. 
Several city departments will 
probably overspend their budgets by 
the end of the year, however. Griffin 
predicted a budget overrun of 
$114,862. 
Accounts overspending in the first 
half of the year include: City Council, 
$7,624, fees to North Texas Com­ 
mission and National League of 
Cities; Finance, $20,004, salaries for 
new employes; Tax, $10,341, com­ 
puter study; Data Processing, $21,412, 
computer study; and Solid Waste 
Disposal, $82,000, late payment of 
landfill fee to Richardson. 
In the water and sewer fund $58,000 
in additional revenues have been 
acquired, primarily from penalties on 
utility bills (the billing period was 
extended IO days this year). 
Three of the four departments will 
go over budget, Griffin noted. 
Overruns included $19,193 in Billing 
and Collection, $22,094 in Water 
Distribution and $53,016 in Sewer 
Treatment. Sewer Maintenance is 
under budget by $4,607. 
Using these figures, Griffin said the 
fund balance would be increased by 
$15,429. At the start of the fiscal year, 
$290,167 was on hand. 
In other action, the council 
authorized Alexander Grant and Co. 
to proceed immediately with systems 
design and programming in four 
priority areas. 
An integrated management ac­ 
counting system and utility billing 
should be ready as soon as Ute city’s 
new computer is installed, stressed 
Dick Snyder. 
Pointing out that the city is 
operating on an extremely tight time 
frame, Snyder added that unless the 


programs are developed now, the 
computer will sit idle for about six 
months. 
Payroll and labor distribution and 
accounts payable-checkwriting will 
also be added to the computer on a 
priority basis, although not in the first 
month of operation. 


Snyder estimated that the total coat 
of programming would be about 
$140,000. The impact on the budget 
was estimated at only $50 to $60,000. 
The council also heard a concept 
and proposal from Richard May and 
an associate to allow their new 
company to take over solid waste 
collection from containerized com­ 
mercial locations. 
Council members asked for an 
analysis and staff recommendation 
prior to budget worksessions. May 
projected large capital expenditures 
for the 1977-78 budget and beyond, if 
the city continues to provide the 
service itself. 
Griffin confirmed May’s estimates 
and added that amortization and other 
tax breaks made it feasible for a 
private company to add large capital 
items with a minimal impact on 
finances. 


May stressed that current equip­ 
ment is inadequate ta handle present 
demands and pointed out that solid 
waste has doubled each year for the 
past five years. 
He also said that the city’s system 
uses inefficient methods—largely due 
to inadequate equipment and the 
pricing structure. He showed that the 
city currently has only a 40 percent 
productivity factor. 
If the May company is selected, he 
said more efficient equipment would 
be used, stationary compaction^ 
equipment would be placed at certain 
points, the subsidy in the city’s budget 
could be eliminated, billing rates 
would be adjusted from a four to a 
four-and-a-third week month, rates 
would be adjusted to reflect actual 
costs and adjusted rates would make 
it less expensive for businesses to use 
larger containers. 
Senate Okays 
Court Measure

Termed by State Representative 
Bob Hendricks of McKinney as “one 
of the most major pieces of legislation 
to 
come 
through 
the 
State 
Legislature,” the State Senate ap­ 
proved a bill Wednesday afternoon 
that would increase the State Court of 
Criminal Appeals from five to nine 
judges. 
The bill, earlier approved by the 
State House, now goes to the public as 
a proposed constitutional amendment 
and will appear on the General 
Election ballot in November. 
Hendricks introduced the bill to the 
House, while Sen. Bill Meir of Fort 
Worth guided the measure through 
the Senate. 
“I think this measure will do more 
toward the administration of criminal 
justice than anything that’s been 
passed in Texas in the last 50 or 60 
years,” Hendricks told the Star- 
Courier from the House floor Wed­ 
nesday. “It’s going to streamline and 
modernize the appellate process and 
speed it up.” 
The reason for increasing the 
number of appeal judges to nine is to 
allow them to sit in panels of three to 
I tear criminal appeal cases, 
en- 
dricks explained. 
“This will give you three times as 
many courts hearing cases on ap­ 
peals,” he stated. “Of course, on 
death penalty appeals, they’ll meet as 
a body of nine.” 
Hendricks pointed out that there 
currently is no intermediate step 
between district trial courts and the 
Court of Criminal Appeals. 
“As it stands now, it takes from two 
and one-half to three years to get a 
case before the Appeals Court,” he 
pointed out. “The reason is because 
there’s only one Appeals Court, and 
every district court in Texas feeds 
their cases to that court. It bogs them 
down and there’s no way to get all the 
done,” he added. 


“Under the present system, just by 
placing the case on appeal, you can 
keep a man on the streets for two or 
three years before his case is even 
heard. The purpose of this proposed 
amendment is to stop that situation,” 
Hendricks asserted. 
Hendricks also said that HB 624, the 
bill which would allow the Plano 
County Government Center to offer 
virtually all of the courthouse services 
currently available in McKinney, is 
“in good shape,” and he expects quick 
action by the Senate on the measure. 
The House approved Hendricks’ Mil 
the last week in April, sending it to the 
Senate where it is under the spon­ 
sorship of Sen. Peyton McKnight of 
Tyler, who represents Collin County. 


Finance Bill

weekend is almost upon us 
again and that means that 
many of the 293 National 
Park Service areas spread 
across the United States will 
be jammed until the end of 
the Labor Day weekend in 
early September. 
During the Bicentennial 
year there was a record 267.8 
million visits to the National 
Park System. But the record 
isn’t expected to last long 
because 280 million visits are 
anticipated by agency of­ 
ficials in 1977. 
As it does every summer, 
the National Park Service 
will be adding an army of 
seasonal employees larger 
than its permanent staff to 
help meet the needs of the 
summertime visitors. 
The abundance of open 
space that once prevailed in 
the parks no longer exists in 
many places. But there are 
ways to beat the crowds and 
squeeze a little extra out of 
your park vacation this 
summer. 
Here are some tips to help 
you have a SU PER 77 park 
visit. 
—Plan to visit longer abd 
drive less. Get out of your 
car. Get into the park’s less 
heavily trafficked areas. 
Savor the 
backcountry. 
Enjoy the quietude and the 
unparalleled values of the 
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park’s remote areas. 
—If you visit one of the 
more popular parks, plan to 
arrive during the morning 
hours. Your chances are best 
then to get a camping site. 
Only four parks—Acadia 
in Maine. Grand Canyon in 
Arizona, Mt. McKinley in 
Alaska and Chickasaw in

Hand stitch rickrack 


POLLY'S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — When using rickrack as trim on a 
garment how can one sew it on for easy ironing? — 
OLIVE. 
DEAR OLIVE — Rickrack can be pot on either by 
hand or with machine stitching. Pin on and then baste. I 
prefer applying it with hand stitching for easy ironing. 
Sew each point (just catch with one stitch) on each side 
with the thread going under the fabric from point to 
point. If the rickrack is large and wide, an extra stitch 
can be made down between each point. — POLLY.
